AN ACT to provide for levying a state tax for the year 1859. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin,represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. There shall be levied and collected for the State tax, 
year 1859 a state tax of one hundred and fifty thousand how levied 

and collected. dollars for the estimated expenses of the year 1860, to be 
apportioned among and assessed upon the several coun-
ties of this state, as provided in chapter 18 of the revised 
statutes, (sections 43, 44, in relation to the equalization 
of assessments, and manner of assessing taxes,) and shall 
be levied upon the property, real and personal, in this 
state, according to the equalization to be made the 
present year by the state board of equalization; which 
tax shall be levied, collected and paid into the state 
treasury, as now provided by law.

for the year 1859.
